TRANSFERABLE VOTE 


Issued by the Authority of the Al- 


berta Government, 


For the first time in Alberta, the 
preferential ballot or in other words 


the transferable vote system, is to be 


used in a province wide election, on 
the liquor question on Monday, Nov- 
ember 5th, 

As is well four 
questions on the ballot paper. The 
voter must not use the X mark but 
should place the figure 1 opposite the 
proposal he wishes to become law. 
Then he should place the figure 
opposite his second chvice, the 
8 opposite his third choice and so on. 
Though voters are entitled to “plump” 
for one qquestion, or to vote less than 
the full number of choices, the govern- 
ment urges them to vote their full 
number of choices. Only in this way 
can the voters obtain the full value 
of their ballots and the government 
obtain a full express‘on of opinion.

The following statement is given 
as an explanation of the use of the 
transferabl.s vote. 

The keystone to our system of gov- 
ment is “The Will of the Majority 
Shall Govern.” How shall the will 
of the majority of the 
ascertained ? By their 
expressed by their votes. 

Where there are only two questions 
before the electors, it is an easy mar 
ter get a clear majority decision hy 
use of the X vote mehod. If every 
elecor has to vote fr one of two ques: 
-tions, he has but one choice, and when 
the votes are counted, one or the other 
of the questions will pe likely to 
have over one half of the total votes 
«ast and will be declared carried, as 
expressing the will of the majority 
which all must submit to. 

The present eres of marking the 
ballot with an X is adequate for the 
purpose of showing the voters choice 
out of two only, Any other mark, let- 
ter or figure would answer the pur- 
pose equally well. So long as the votes 
cast at an election can be assembled tn 
two piles, one or the other is almost 
certain to contain more than one-half 
of all the votes cast and the will of 
the majority is thus ascertained. 

Trouble arises with the X method of 
voting when there are more than two 
questions before the electors, with 
one question to be carried and no 
question receives a clear majority of 
all the votes cast. If the electors 
have to make a choice out of three 
questions, there will be three piles of 
ballots. If one of them contains more 
than the other two, that is more than 
half of the total ballots cast, the 
will of the majority is clearly ascer- 
tained, and the object of the election 
has been attained. But if the votes 
are about equally divided among the 
sthree questions and no question has a 
majority of all the votes cast, the 
election has failed to disclose the will 
of the majority. 

If all the electors were called to- 

“gether info one large hall to decide 
‘by a show of hands which of three, 
questions should be adopted as the will 
of the majority, the first vote each 
elector would hold up his hand for his 
first choice. The result would pro- 
bubly be that no question would have 
‘a clear majority of all the votes cast. 
But one of the questions would be al- 
most certain to have fewer first 
choices than either of the others, 

The chairman of the meeting would 

declare this question defeated, leav- 
ing only two in the running. A show 
of hands would next be called for be- 
tween the two remaining questions. 
Now the electors who had as their first 
vice the defeated question woula 
ill have a right to vote for their 
ckiice of the remaining two. The 
result would be two piles of ballots 
with a clear majority for one of the 
questions.

The same result could be obtained 
by holding two elections under the X 
vote method.

Considering the night was cold and 


the meeting held jn the curling rink

ing over one hundred ladies and gentle | 
men present, the Iatter naturally 
greatly in the majority.

ign held in. this town, no interferenc -e| 
with the speakers and not even a ques- 
tion asked at any time. 

Mr. L M Webster president of the 
local committee of the Alberta Moder- 
ation League, proved a very efficient 
chairman, and occupied little time in 
this capacity. 

My. Farthing proved a very earnest 
speaker and at no time become very 
sarcastic, abusive or sentimental, yet 
towards the end quite cloquent, Most 
of his addresq confined to facts 
and explanations, which becomes nat- 
ural to a man of his profession. From 
his remarks it was easily gathered he 
had travelled in all parts of America, 
in that he spoke of his observaions 
in every province of Canada ané 
widely separated portions of the Unt- 
ed States, as well as refering to var- 
ious countries in the Old World. 

In our limit spaee it would be use- 
less to attempt a verbatim report 
of hs address, but a few of the var- 
ous subjects might be touched upon, 

Ife contended there was more bit- 
terness displayed over the liquor re 


ferendum than any social or political 
questions and went to state that if 
the open bar returned it would be 
the fault of the prohibitionists in the 
Alberta Legislature, for they were the 
ones who introduced into clause “D” 
the words “to be consmed on licensed 
premises”, which he contended was 
not the wish of the Moderation Leaguc 

In 1916 he claimed the open bar 
question was met and conquered in 
Alberta; but today, under prohibition, 
in the larger towns and cities it was 
merely relegated to the up-stairs and 
back allies. 

He said we were told if we voted 
for prohibition in two or three yerrs 
ithe liquor problem would be solved, 


{but we have had seven years of it and 
now we are told it will take a genera- 
tion. 

Lord Northcliffe after touring this 
country was asked what he thought of 
| prohibition in America and his reply 
was, “Prohibition, where is it?

He said intemperance had increased 
and driven to secret places, which 
was natural. 

The Moderation fight wan against 
the bars and he advised the members 
vf the ballot to make no mistake, and 
especially be sure not to mark “X” on 
the ballot anywhere, but to be sure to 
mark 1 for D, 2 for B and 8 for C. 

Speaking of crime he said we were 
told prohibition would make of of our 
jails kindergartens and we would 
be asked for relief of the families of 
police out of jobs, yet in 1919 the 
greatest wave crime in history was 
reported, which has happily lessened 
in some places, 

We were told jails had been reduced 
in number, but now all given sentences 
over two years were sent to peniten- 
taries. While Ontario had increased 
26 per cent in population the peniten- 
taries had increased 100 per cent. 
The police had been kept so busy 
with the liquar act they had no time 
to look after protection of life and pro- 
perty. } 

He then spent considerable time 

discussing the present Alberta Liquor 
Act, which he contended was opposed 
to all British liberty, in that it provid- 
ed that the person charged with break- 
ing the act must prove his innocence, 
and in case of appeal must apply with 
in five days, whereas the inspector 
was allowed fifteen days. 
The person chargeqd could only appeal 
if he was piven a jail sentence without 
the option of a fine, which could be 
placed up.to $500. | 

Section by section he took up, the act 
and gave his interpretation of it, 
which he proclaimed impossible to 
to enforce. 

The only way ptohibition could be 
brought about was by a campaign of 
education against jthe evils of liquor 
and moral persuasipn of the people. 

Mr, Farthing quoted many athor- 
ities to show the enefits of modera- 
tion laws both in B C and Quebec, of 
which we quote byt two: 

Louis A. Tascherau, Premier of the 
province of Bred “The new law, is a 
success from a moral point of view. 
Under the old system we had discont- 
ent, lawlessness,digregard for authori- 
ty; now we have} satisfaction, quiet 
and obedience to authority. Credit for 
this moral success is due to the people 
of tha province who have loyally sup- 
ported the law apd not hesitated to 
endure restrictiong, For the new law 
unquestionably trdspasses to a certain | 
extent upon persanal liberty; it is a 
compromise between the rights of the | 
individual and the necessities of 5 | 
the liquor problem. It is recognized | 
as such by the peaple of the Province, 
and accepted in a) spirit of good will, | 
Never has a liquor law been respected 
as well as the present law. It repre- 
sents the wlll of the people—you can 
have no ether law that works.”

“Ottawa Mint Up-to-Date 


Deputy Master's New Process of Refin- 
ing Means Big Saving 

That a new process of refiuing has 
recently been inyented at the Cana- 
dian branch of the Royal Mint, Ot- 
tawa, for which grest credit is due to 
Arthur H. W. Cleave, M.LM E., Deputy 
Master of the mint, is one of the inter- 
usting statements made by Col. Robert 
A. Johnson, C.B.E., Deputy Master and 
Controller of the Royal Mint, London, 
England, 

Col. Johnson was in Ottawa paying 
an ofliclal visit of inspection. He 
stated that the new process invented 
by Mr. Cleave will mean a saving ef a 
great deal of money in refining pers 
tions. Practically all gold in Canada 
is refined at the Ottawa mint, 

Col. Johnson said the Ottawa mint 
was the most up-to-date one in the 
British Empire. 

Asked about the storage of gold 
from Britain at the Ottawa mint 
during the war, the Colonel did not 
wish to say much about that, but he 
was afraid it had all now gone to the 
United. States in connection with the 
British debt to the States.
